Railway to prepare e train and that, efter his deprrture, the dofenco 
party, consisting chiefly of veterans would attend to the defence of the 
Mine. Ee asked that the matter be kept in the etrictest confidence. 

On the morning of the 17th, however, he roported that the matter 

was temporarily postponed because of the strte of the nezotictions." 


In soite of my feeling that the matter had been plenned by the locel 
@arrison out of exivement at the NaKaNURA Incident and would not be 
carried out, I got in touch with Director KIMURA by wey of precrpution 
and wes on tre alert, when unfortunctely a collieton occurred on the 
night of the 18th.
